The supplies are sufficient to enable 
the army to sustain a Weelc's campaign 
lit both landing points. 

There is a continual procession of 
small boats rldtnt on to the beach 
through the pounding surf and, as one 
week's rations are already landed, It 
U believed the required supplies will 
all be ashore by Tuesday, the 28tb. 

The landing of troops, horses and 
supplies has been extraordinary. With 
only one steam barge and compelled 
to depend on treacherous small boats, 
General Shafter has landed over 16.000 
iiln. buBdreto ioit b'orses and mules and 
thousands of dollars worth of supplies 
on the expesed Veaebti ath'd only two 
■ten have loet their lives. 

General Wheeler, in his ofSclal re- 
port, places the number of dead in the 
ffKggfiiDBaai tt SeTllls at 22 and the 
wsnaded as between 70 and 80. 

No attempt has yet been made to 
prepare as ofBctai list with the names 
Of the dead and wounded.

Tba force at the latter place, which is 
about nine miles from Santiago, hum 
bers 6,000 Americans and 1,500 Cubans. 

General Wheeler is in command 
there, witb Oaoerals Toimi, lawtea 
aad Coffee. 

Osaeral Wheelar will remain at 8e> 
Tllla, which will be made a rendeKvous 
for the troops landing at Balqulri and 
at this point, the artillery and cavalry 
being put forward from Balquirl. 

From the American position at Se 
villa, Santiago is plainly Vlstblf 
the fertiflcations eaa iesa.

Incidentally, the medical ad- 
vice about wet fest, night winds or 
perspfratlon-soaked bodies and the 
necessity of boiling drinking water has 
already been throwa to the wlads. 

Easy as the adrlee soonds at home, 
it is almost Impossible to follow It 
here.

Off Shnttago de Cuba, June 27.— 

While the army advances the main 
portion of tbe fleet lines patiently In 
front of MttrifO tiaiOb awaftlng Its op- 
portontty. 

Before the end of the weeb the fate 
of Santiago and Admiral Cervera 
should be decided. By tbat time it la 
believed the Spanlab troops will have 
been forced back upon the city and de- 
feated in a decisive engagement 

Simultaneously the forts at the 
mouth of the harbor should be cap- 
tured under coYer of a naval bombard- 
ment 

Three things will then be left to Cer- 
vera — to s;urr( iider ^vith hit; sliip.'j, to 
surrender utter destroying bis ships, 
or to nuke a daah out to sure de- 
struction. He may forestall fate by 
making an attempt to get cut of the 
harbor before the army aceoapllshee 
its end. 

The first Spanish ship to appear oft 
Morro castle would be sunk within 15 
minutes. Nothing in Adn-.VaI Cer- 

vera's flpct could .survive the concen- 
trated Are of all tbe battleships in the 
navy aad three of the beat cruisers. 

The general opinion among naval 
experts is that Santiago town will be 
burned by the Spaiii.-^li troops Ix^foi-c 
they surrender, tbat Admiral Cervera 
will destroy his ships aad that he will 
then submit to the enemy. If this sup- 
position Is correct, the whole work 
should be accomplished in a week. 

It Is hardly likely tbat tbe army can 
effect its purpose without considerable 
lose, although ita auperlority In num- 
bera, caliber and generalahlp enaurea 
an ultimate sweeping victory. 

There Is every possibility that the 
Spanish troopa may surrender inde- 
pendently of Admiral Cervera. If the 
Sparilah admiral ahould insist upon 
thus prolonging the agony he would 
be subjected to a Are from bis own 
forts and tbe army seige guaa, which 
would aoon settle blm. 

WamhiiK SiKhteil. 

New York, June 27. — Captain Turner 
of the steamship Alaylands, which ar- 
rived here Sunday from Algiera with 
a cargo of sulphur, reports that on 
June 11, four days after he had cleared 
from Algiers, he sighted a Spanish 
bark rigged warship with all her sail 
set llie latter for several houra 
chased the Maylands but the mer- 
chantman being tbe fleetest made its 
escape. On June 23, latitude 37.53 and 
longitude 59.28, Captain Turner says he 
fell in with another warship, which be 
is sure was an .American, for when be 
showed tbe stars and stripes tbe 
cruiser sheered 08 and took h south- 
easterly course.

San Francisco, June 27.— Four thou- 
sand men, comprising the third expedl- 
iion to the Philippine islands, embark- 
ed early Sunday afternoon, and soldiers 
now swarm in the holds snd upon the 
decks of the steamers Ohio, Indiana, 
City of Para and Morgan City. The 
steamer Valencia will receive her com- 
plement of tbe military, and these Ave 
transporta, bearing the bulk of tbe 
expeditionary force, vrlll probably sail 
before night, to be followed on Wed- 
nesday hy thf steamer Newport, upon 
which General Merritt is expected to

Madrid, June 27.— The tone of tbe 
newspaper press is despondent, and 
many JournaJa bemoan the fact that 
the powers have abandoned Spain while 
she Is defending their cause. They say 
that France, having received commer- 
cial eonceealons from Washington, re- 
mains indifferentwhile Germany keeps 
In the background, and Russia uses

Washington, June 27.— When the 
mustering In of new organlsatlona un> 

der tbe second call is completed the 
volunteer army will include between 
8,000 and 10,000 negro soldiers, and 
more negro ofllcera than ever before 
were In th«« aOrvtce of the United 
States. Under jthe first volunteer call 
few colored troops were offered by the 
states, the restriction of the call to tbe 
national guard having a tendency to 
shut out the colored men. 

Walkrd Into a Trap. 

Santiago de Cuba, June 27.— The bat- 
tle near here Friday was an ambuaoade 
by tbe Spaatards, and but for tba «Ool- 
ness of the Atnerleans they #oald have 

been completely annihilated. They 
made a bold charge, though, which 
atniek terror to the Dona, aad won a 
glorious victory. Tbe AmMmn lost 
16 killed and 60 wotiaded. TKe Span- 
iards left 37 dead on the field, and 
probably carried tbat many away when 
they Ifetreated.

Leas- 
baft replied that he was too drunk to 
talk bueiuess. dray advanced as if to 
strike him. Lessraft, who is a young 
man, easily shoved his drunken partner 
to the floor. He then, it is said, sprang 
on him with a large Barlow knife and 
literally cut him to pieces. 

Gray was stabbed nearly 20 times, 
several staba reaching the heart Hie 
breast is a maaa of wouqids. Lesshaft 
was pulled off by Mr. Mosebarger. the 
proprietor of the store. In front of 
which tbe killing occurred, but even 
then wanted to get back at Gray. 

No weapons were found oa Gray, 
who was B8 yeara eld and a alnall 
man I,'s.~h;;ft Is in Jail at Elizabeth- 
town. The (oroiRT's Juiy said that 
Gray came to his death at the banda 
of Lesshaft, but did not fix tbe degree 
of guilt Oray'a body was brooi^ 
hero.
